Another unfortunate phase has made

ask the guests to her party awl thus give 
her a start. Of course a very handsome 
douceur is given the lady for doing ao. 
, The Infanta Eutalia, aunt of the king 
of Spain, is visiting England. She was 
the guest of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales at Sandrlngham this week, 
llgven warm supporters of the csar's 
peace appeal are astounded at the «n- 
ffasibility of several items which, ac- 
cording to the circular of the Russian 
minister of foreign affairs. Count Mura- 
vleff, published this week, will be sub- 
mitted to the congress, and they predict 
a fiasco for that part of the program 
which Includes proposals to veto the use 
of any new weapon or explosives, to 
place a restriction upon the use of exist- 
ing high explosives and to put a veto 
upon submarine boats and rams. All 
these proposals are regarded as simply 
Impracticable. The idea of the exclu- 
sion of the use of submarine boats is 
scouted in France, where the alleged 
success of the Ouatave Zede has caused 
a great elation and has conjured up 
visions o£ ifai'iVcnte havdc among the 
British ironclads in case of war, and the 
French papers call for the creation of a 
swarm of submarine boats. One paper, 
The Matin, of Paris, started a subscrip- 
tion to build a second Gustave Zede, and 
the scheme has been enthusiastically 
taken up. The sum of 126,708 francs had 
been subscribed when this dispatch was 
sent. 


The British naval authorities, how- 


ever, do not seem to be seriously alarmed 
by the French invention, which, they 
claim, has not yet solved the difficulty 
of directing a course under water. They 
say that, on the contrary. In order to fire 
torpedoes successfully submarine Ijoats 
need to rise to the surface. It is persist- 
ently alleged, moreover, that in spite of 
the glowing report* sent to the French 
press, the French naval authorities are 
not yet satisfied, and that experiments 
lasting several more months, to test va- 
rious modifications, will have to be made 
before they are justified in building a 
number of these boats. 


A great sensation has been caused in 


financial circle* by a gross blunder in 
the announcement of the dividend of the 
Southeastern railroad, which, on Mon- 
day, was given as •%. On Thursday, it 
was announced that owing to « mistake 
of the accountants, the dividend should 
have been «H. Mnay holders, however, 
on the first announcement, disappointed 
at the poor dividend, sold their stock at 
108. 
Then a strang* undercurrent of 


buying set in, which was explained by a 
jump In th<» stock to U2'/4, when the cor- 
rection of the dividend was published. 
People are now asking who were the 
mysterious buyers who were aware of 
the blunder and who made nearly 6 per 
cent on the transaction. There are ugly 
rumors afloat, and the matter is r yard- 
ed as scandalous. As an outcome of 
strong representations On the subject, 
the Stock Exchange committee bins de- 
cided to fully investigate the matter. The 
directors of the company are acquitted 
of blame, but every jobber will be re- 
quired to produce his books and dis- 
close the names of clients who purchased 
Southeastern* between the "two an- 
nouncements.

are oi'ten most disastrous to the officers' 
prospects." La Chose Jugee is regarded 
as a fetish. A particular case in point 
has been thus far smothered; but we are 
Informed that the fact* wll! sooner or 
later be published in the press, which 
will not leave a doubt that flagrant in- 
justice has actually been committed. The

Nicaragua I'llI Amended 1>T Senate In an 


Important Manner. 


Washington^ Jan. 22.—At the opening 


of Saturday's session of the senate, Mr 
McMillan (Mich.) presented the creden- 
tials of Julius C. Burrows, re-elected a 
senator from Michigan for a term of six 
years, beginnmg M*rch 4, 1899 They 
were filed. 


The resolution ottered Friday by Mr. 


Caffery (La.), requesting from the presi- 
dent information he may have received 
from agents or representatives of the sb- 
called Philippine republic, relative to 
conditions in the Philippine Islands, was 
laid before the senate. 


Mr. Caffery aaid that If the statements 


concerning the conditions in the islands 
made in the public prints were true, the 
question of fact had an important bear- 
ing on the pending peace treaty. 


The resolution was adopted. 
The following bills were passed: Grant- 


Ing to tbe Clearwater Valley Railroad 
company a right of way through the 
Kez Perces Indian land? in Idaho; grant- 
Ing $12.000 to Mary A. Swift, widow of the 
late United States minister to Japan, 
amending an act entitled an "Act to pro- 
vide for the location and satisfaction of 
outstanding military bounty lands war- 
rants and certificates of location, under 
section 7 of the act approved June 2. 
1858," correcting the relative renk of 
Uichard D. Steedman, captain Eleventh 
Infantry. U. a. A. 


Mr. Lodge (Mass.) gave notice that on 


Tuesday next,after the routine business, 
he would discuss the Vest anti-expan- 
sion resolution. 


The Nicaragua canal hill was laid be- 


fore the senate, the pending queption be- 
ing upon the amendment-of Mr. Spooner 
(Wis.) . The amendment was accepted 
by Mr. Morgan and agreed to by the sen- 
ate It follows: 


"That if the president shall be unable 


to secure from the governments of Nica- 
ragua and Costa Rica such concessions 
as will unable the United States to build 
and perpetually own and control aaid 
canal, the president is authorised to ne- 
gotiate tor a control ot or a right to con- 
struct, maintain and perpetually control 
some other canal connecting the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific oceans, and the president 
Is requested to negotiate for the abroga-

Scarlet fever is the illness from 
which the children are sufferoing most 
severely 
Nineteen cases already have 


been reported, and many others which 
have shown serious symptoms are under 
the eyes of the physicians. These have 
not yet developed into virulent form. 
but necessitates the separation of the 
patient and those caring for them. One 
death .occurred yesterday and several 
other cases are serious.

To Save Trees *f Stone. 


An effort is to be made to place un- 


der the protection of the government 
one of the most remarkable natural 
curiosities of the world. It is the petri 
fied forest of Apache county, Arizona. 
The wonderful stone trees cover a 
large tract of land near the town of 
Holbrook, where they He partially em- 
bedded in the soil and rock and hide 
hearts of most beautiful decorative 
stone under exteriors that have be- 
come rough and gray from exposure 
and the wear/ of the elements. 


The great logs of stone, which were 


at one time foliage-bearing trees, have 
become like agate through a process 
which probably took thousands of 
years and by which every particle of 
the wood fiber was chemically replaced 
by silica, which preserved In stone the 
original hues of the decayed wood. 
This formation takes a high polish and 
Is much sought after for decorative 
purposes. Some of the petrified trunks 
are several feet in diameter—so large 
In fact, that table tops have been made 
of single slabs..

It is now proposed that the forest be 


made a national reserve or park In 
order that it may not be depleted by 
stone dealers and curio merchants.

JEWELS OF ALUM. 


and 
Haw to Male* Them for Cli»ra<U» 


Amateur Theatrical!. 


A very pretty and amusing way of 


making Jewelry to be used iu the pro- 
duction of charades or In Juvenile 
amateur theatricals is here shown. 
Dissolve a pound of alum in a quart of 
hot water and suspend iu the saturated 
solution a crown or some other shaped 
form made of wire and covered with 
strips of nauuel or wound with woolen 
threads. In order to obtain the very 
best results it is necessary to select a 
vessel of glass with an even, highly 
polished inside surface, which must 
remain' undisturbed for twenty-four 
hours in a quiet place after the solu- 
tion of alum has been poured in and 
the article to be covered with crystals 
has been suspended so as to hang free 
in the solution without touching on 
any side. A cool room Is preferable, 
for the crystals covering the wire will 
then be larger ana more brilliant. 


After remaining twenty-four hours 


in the solution the article, now covered 
with crystals, <;an be withdrawn, and 
will keep indefinitely in a dry place. 
The addition of some chemicals will 
result in very fine color effects; thus 
the use o.. iron alum will bring forth 
very fine blue crystals, and cbromo 
alum equally fine yellow ones. The 
simplest additions for coloring the 
crystals, while not bringing about fine 
results, are a few drops of ordinary 
ulue-black writing ink or of a solution 
of litiuius, which can easily be obtain- 
ed m any drug store. 


A Scientific f izzle. 


The problem i^. to see how many 


coins can be dropped into a wine glass 
filled quite to the brim with water 
without making the water overflow. 
Were you to be told that the glass will 
hold as many as twenty quarters or 
shillings after it is quite full of water 
you would all shout, "Impossible;" 
however, a trial will prove to you the 
truth of this surprising statement. 
Wipe the glass dry so that not a ves- 
tige of moisture clings to it either in- 
side or out; then, with a vessel having 
i spout, till it slowly and carefully 
with water to the exact brim. Now 
with steady hand very gently drop In 
the coins, holding them edgewise. As 
soon as the coin touches the water let 
it fall, so that as little disturbance as 
possible will lie made. As each coin 
goes in the water rises a trifle above 
the brim until its elevation is readily 
perceptible to the eye. Of course, 
there comes a time when just one more 
win will make it overflow, but you can 
atop just before this occurs. The 
scientific explanation of this interest- 
tug experiment is that the "attraction 
af gravity" is not so great as the "co- 
hesive attraction" of the water—that 
is to say, up to a certain point. Some 
lay this will be made clearer to you, 
ant just now you can amuse yourself 
with the fact. 


Forcing- an Kgf Into a BottlA.

i place in a parlor entertainment. 
Fake an ordinary decanter and a hard- 
ooiled egg.- Take the shell off the egg.

titea the air outside presses the eff 
hrough the n*n4c of the bottle down 
.luridr. The egg i being at least tvrice 
MS large as the- month of the decanter 
'.a require* foiot enough to make it 
grow long and harrow. The vacuum 
Inside made by the burning paper and 
the atmospheric pressure get the egg 
through and It falls to the bottom and 
regains Its own shape. We will not 
discus* the question of getting the egg 
out again. 


Ratten Made by Preaaarr. 


It is announced that an entirely new 


method for the manufacture of table 
oitlery is being introduced into Shef- 
field, England, and is exciting much 
(nterest. A round bar of ateeV ia placed 
in. a machine, and by means* of hy- 
draulic pressure a perfect knife is 
loaned—blade, bolster and handle. The 
'fash" is taken off. and it is subse- 
quently ground and polished by ma- 
chinery. One such machine is capable, 
t is stated, of producing 5,000 of these 
all steel knives per day, at a compara- 
tively small cost in labor. The ma- 
chines are capable of dealing with any 
kind of cutlery or tools.
